Castle 
Thunder, the place of confinement for 
political prisoners, spies and deserters, 
loomed up. a dull, brick warehouse to 
the left. There was a close line of 
guards about it, and, through the 
dimly-lit windows of the gloomy 
structure, I could see dark, moving 
forms, and the lamp shining full at the 
corner revealed in the second story, 
southeastern window a number of hag- 
gard, gray faces. 

"That's Libby down below to the 
right," said the same guard in response 
to the same questioner. 

I looked ahead, and to the right, a 
short distance below Castle Thunder, I 
saw a circle of lamps Unit flashed on 
the icy bayonets of moving gu irds. 
Out of the misty bleakness there loomed 
a huge, square ' building, and many dim 
lights came with a cold phosphoreaoeni 
glow from Its windows to the west and 
north. 

A few minutes and we came to a stop. 

"Halt: who comes there'.'" demanded 
the guard posted at the north-west cor- 
ner.

INTER-STATE ALLIANCE LESSON. 
Number Out* for April. 

Question. What is the organization 
known as the Farmers Alliance and In- 
dustrial Union? 

Answer. It is a labor organization 
having for its object the protection and 
advancement of the interests of the 
agriculturists of the United States. 

Q. Where, when and by whom was 
the first permanent Alliance formed? 

A. At Poolville, Parker county, Tex., 
July 28th, 1879, by W. T. Raggett. 

Q. What is the history of the growth 
of the Order during the early period of 
its existence? 

A. Like all great reform movements, 
its progress was slow and not until the 
year 188, r > did it assume an importance to 
attract much attention. 

Q. What seemed to be the causes 
which led to the organization of the 
Alliance? 

A. A false system of economic fowl 
which enforced upon the farmer the ne- 
cessity of debt trade, and forced sales of 
the products of his labor. 

Q. In what way did the Alliance 
seek to remedy this evil ? 

A. During the early period of its 
existence, its principal efforts were di- 
rected against the middle man. It 
sought to save the enormous profits 
which the speculator made, by introduc- 
ing a system of direct trade with the 
manufacturer. 

Q. Did it succeed in this? 

A. Only partially. 

Q. What was the cause of this par- 
tial failure? 

A. Their inability to abolish debt 
trade — a lack of means with which to 
purchase, for cash, such things as were 
B eo e mr y while making their crops. 

Q. In case of failure what were they 
compelled to do? 

A. Fall back upon the merchant and 
purchase goods on time. 

Q. What did they finally conclude 
was the cause of their inability to raL: 
the cash with which to purchase theii 
supplies? 

A. Scarcity of money in the country. 

Q. What effect does a scarcity of 
money have on the price of property and 
the products of labor? 

A. As money is a necessity of civili' 
zation and is constantly in demand, it is, 
like commodities, subject to the law of 
supply and demand. When money is 
scarce and the supply is not equal to the 
demand, it hecomes more valuable and 
those who labor are compelled to part 
with more of the products of their labor 
to obtain a dollar, than they would if 
money was plenty. 

Q. In what way does the Alliance 
seek relief from the evils resulting from 
a scarcity of money ? 

A. Hy increasing the circulating me- 
dium—the money— of the country to 
such mi extent that an equitable relation 
will be established betweeu the value of 
money and the products of lntsir, ami 
that there will be a sufficient amount in 
circulation to transact the hwlii <,f 
the country on a cash basis, thus abol- 
ishing debt trade. 

tj. What effect will this have on the 
co-operative trade efforts of the Alli- 
ance? 

A. The effect will be most beneficial. 
It will render it much easier to increase 
the capital stock of all co-operative en- 
terprises and enable the people to obtain 
the cash, at all times of the year, on 



Q, What effect will this have upon 
the wholesale and retail merchants? 

A. To those merchants doing a cash 
business it will lie highly bent I'm ml. 
Those who are selling goods on long time, 
securing the debt with a mortgage, and 
churning an enormous profit on sales, 
will be compelled to adopt the cash sys- 
tem or go out of business. 

Q. What effect would an increase of 
the currency have upon the business 
interests of the country generally? 

A. It would be beneficial to every 
legitimate business interest in the coun- 
try, nnd most especially to those engaged 
in productive enterprises. Money which 
now seeks investment in bonds and other 
evidences of debt, would, through a low 
rate of interest and easy terms, seek in- 
vestment in productive enterprises, thus 
developing the la;ent wealth of the 
nation and giving employment to mil- 
lions of idle workmen. The speculator 
and usurer alone would suffer any incon 
venience from an increase of currency 
and they would suffer no injustice, sine 
their business of speculating on the ne 
QMlUttof the people constitutes them 
parasites on the productive interests of 
the country. 

Q. What are the primary causes of 
this insufficiency of currency? 

A. There are several causes: 

1. At the close of the war we had a 
volume of paper currency of nearly two 
thousand millions of dollars. Over 
twelve hundred millions of this was con- 
verted into long time interest-bearing 
bonds and retired from circulation. 

2. In 1873 silver was demonetized and 
since that time only partially restored as 
a circulating medium. 

'■i. The National banks have contract- 
ed their currency to leRS than one-half 
of its original volume and seem to wield 
more power over the financial system and 
business of the country than the govern- 
ment. 

4. While the currency has been grad- 
ually contracted, the population and 
business of the country have been 
stantly increasing until the per capita 
circulation ha-* decreased from $, r >0 to 
less than $7. 

Q. In whose interests were the laws 
passed for the contraction of the 
currency and a subsequent scarcity of 
money ? 

A. In the interests of those who con- 
trol the currency and hold the indebted- 
ness of the country. 

Q. What effect has this contraction of 
the currency upon the indebtedness of 
the country? 

A. A debt contracted in IMS could 
have been paid in less than half the 
products of labor that it would require 
to pay it now. Hence the effect is the 
same as a law passed doubling the debt 
and leaving the volume of currency the 
same. 

(.1 What is the relative effect of con- 
traction of the currency on the capitalist 
and producer? 

A. It increases the value of the 
talist's money while it decreasei 
value of land and all the products of 
labor. This is virtually, by law, tnms- 
ferring the property of the producer 
into the hands of the capitalist and is 
the worst kind of communism. — National 
Reformer. 

The prosperity of the Alliance thro'- 
nut the country is indeed gratifying. 
From all quarters comes the word that 
great progress is being made. In those 
States where the Alliance has been or- 
ganized the longest, like Texas, Georgia, 
North and South Carolina, the member- 
ship is increasing nnd the brotherhood 
are unifying to a degree heretofore un- 
known. In all the other organized 
Suites with but a few exceptions the 
)rder is on the gain. In Stutes that 
have just been organized, like California, 
Illinois, Indiana, and Michigan, the 
greatest activity prevails, and a general 
recognition of the necessity and benefits 
of agricultural organizations obtains. 
Iowa was organized as a State on the 
17th lactanl New York will follow in 
a short time, and Ohio soon after. ( )re- 
gon, Washington, Idaho, and Montana 
are taking hold of the work well, while 
New Jersey and Delaware are following 
suit. Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Ne- 
braska are asking for organizers to com- 
plete the work already begun. The Order 
is on a boom, and those who thought it 
an affair of the moment are now realiz- 
ing the fact that it has come to stay. 
Ltt every one do his or her full duty in 
helping along this great reform. 



Kr««i> Tolling* of Ntlver Must Com*. 

' Free coinage of silver has been denied 
the people once more. This plainly 
shows the utter contempt in which they 
are held by the National Congress and 
the necessity for a change in that body. 
At the present time such papers M the 
World, Tribune and others tif like ilk 
are asserting that the people did not 
really know what they wanted, and will 
now quietly abide by the decisions of 
Wall street and the East. Such patron- 
izing assumption is only possible where 
money rules. Wait until the outraged 
people of this country can reach the men 
who by trickery and legislative chicanery 
robbed them of free silver, and the re- 
sult will indicate whether the people 
wanted free coinage or not. Free coin- 
age is demanded and free coinage the 
people will have if they are compelled 
to walk over the political graves of both 
the old parties. Wall street and New 
Kngland have dictated the policy of the 
last Congress they ever will. Their 
power is broken and their sceptre has 
departed. The fact is rapidly coming to 
light that all this difficulty over the 
Force bill was an effort to defeat free 
coinage. In view of this can any one 
doubt the "power of money to op- 
press?" 

There are 500,000 men employed in the 
mines of England, Scotland and Wales. 
( >f these 800,000 are organized and are 
represented by five memliers in Parlia- 
ment. Laborers throughout the civil- 
ized world are combining to force their 
interests to the front, and are determined 
to be recognized in the law making 
department of government.

Laborers' Union of Kentucky: 
Brethren : In June, 1887, when the 
State Alliance was organized at Ezel, we 
had 42 sub-Alliances, three County Alli- 
ances and an estimated membership of 
tiOO. We were without funds, and almost 
without friends. Many of the best far- 
mers in the State looked on the Alliance 
as a v isionary scheme of some designing 
persons to forward their own jiersonal 
ends. They consequently stood aloof, 
and refused to enter the organization, 
not knowing the intention of the Alli- 
ance. 

The undersigned, accompanied by Bro. 
J. E. Quicksall, who had been elected 
President of the State Alliance, waited 
on Mr. Spencer Cooper, editor of the 
Hazei. Green Herald, who kindly 
gave us an Alliance department in his 
paper, and promised us any assistant 
his power. By this means the order was 
brought prominently before the farmers 
Astern Kentucky. The result was 
that in the twelve months following the 
Alliance had increased from 42 subordi- 
nate and three county organizations, to 
15 County and 865 subordinate Lodges, 
d increased in membership from 000 
to nearly 5,000. We today have 88 
county and 2,400 sub-Unions in Ken- 
tucky, and an approximate mcmliership 
of 100,000, and new Unions are being 
organized at the rate of ten a week. 

Mr. Cooper has again offered us a de- 
partment in The Herald, and in assum- 
ing control of it we do so with a full 
ization of our inability to do justice 
t, and shall be largely dependent on 
the brethren of the various Unions to 
furnish the news, correspondence, Ac, 
for this department. 

We hope out members will suhscrihe 
for The Herald and induce their neigh 
bors to subscrilie. We should patronize 
iur home paper, and thus help to build 
ip our country and our order, and edu 
-ate ourselves and children. This we 
•an not do unless we read.

Tha 
thread Is not of cotton, hut is made of 
the sinews of various animals, the h.-st 
beinfr mado from tho sinews in the neck 
of a ftftfla, It is stllf, inelastic, with a 
Kroat tendoncy to "kink" and tangle

fore bain used it is ataapaal in hut 

water until it is quito soft, and la then 
hoaton between two smooth stones, 
which causes it to separate Into fila- 
ments, which can thus bo obtained of 
any strength and thickness. TTjus, the 
seamstress has a considerable amount 
of labor before she commences with the 
real work in hand. This done, she 
squats on tho ground (for no native 
stands to work or do nny thing else, 
who can possibly help It) and, taking 
her needle, bores two holes In tho 
edges of the rug or garment on which 
Bho Is working.

A ayatem of peonage or slavery is ex- 
tensively carried on In Chiapas, and Its 
workings are novel and Interesting. 
The alaves nearly all come from the 
middle clasa of Spaniards, and are not 
Indiana, as Is generally supposed. The 
'usual custom Is for a family who may 
have a boy 10 or 14 years of age to take 
the Child to some plantation-owner or 
family of the first-class unci propose that 
it shall take a position as servant on 
condition that an advance of 810 or 915 
ia made to the parents. The contract 
also generally stipulates that the child 
shall receive a certain amount as wages, 
and that the sum shall 1m> placed to its 
credit until the money advanced has 
been paid, when the child will again be 
free. As the child grows older and be- 
comes able to earn more money its par- 
ents, so it happens in nearly every case, 
apply for more money, thus piling up 

the debt. When the child be. u s of 

age It generally asks for money for its 
own personal use, and thus bound to its 
master it must continue in slavery un- 
til the debt is paid. 

A peon can not change masters at his 
will, but he must have a written state- 
ment of his debts from his first owner, 
•which Is accepted by his new master, 
ahould one be found who is willing to 
advance the amount. If any attempt 
to escape paying his debts is made by 
the slave he is carried to jail and pun- 
ished until he is willing to take up the 
yoke again. This system of slavery is 
contrary to the statute law of the coun- 
try, bat it has been in operation so long 
that in this part of the Republic it is 
carried on Without molestation. 

Owing to the Ignorance of the middle 
classea, It is seldom that a slave be- 
comes acquainted with his natural 
rights, and there are very few cases of 
rebellion. One of these exceptional 
cases recently occurred in the City of 
San Cristobal, in this State, the slave 
being a young woman who was the 
property .if a family to whom she owed 
A large debt. A prominent army officer, 
stationed In that city at the time, be- 
came enamored of the girl. He in- 
formed her what her rights were under 
the law, and she lost no time in leaving 
the family, without takir.g any state- 
ment of the debt or attempting to find 
another master. Owing to the influ- 
ence of the army officer all efforts of 
the family to have her unvsted and 
punished were unsuccessful.— Philadel- 
phia Time s.

terests of the capitalists as against the 
farmers and laboring classes and that 
Mr. Clay's record would show it. I have 
had some curiosity to know if these 
charge* could be true. I could not see 
how Mr. Clay would have the face to 
ask the farmers of this State to vote for 
him if these charges were true. I have 
therefore taken the pains to look up the 
proof in this matter 

As to Mr. Clay being a gold bug I 
have no means of ascertaining, but I 
have heard that prior to Ihb candidacy 
for Governor he was strictly a gold 
money man and that his present speeches 
in favor of silver coinage are diametrically 
opposite to the views he was so recently 
known to express. But as to Mr. Clay's 
vote in the House against the reduction 
of the interest from 10 to 6 per cent., Dr. 
Clardy seems to be well fortified in, mak- 
ing the charge. If there be any who 
doubt this I simply refer them to the 
House Journal of 1873 and 1874, pages 
879, 388, 397 and 414, which show that 
he voted to keep up the high rate. 

Now, as to Mr. Clay's record on the 
bank tax question, I simply refer you to 
the Senate Journal of 1885 and 1«86, 
page 1305, which will show that he voted 
against taxing banks and like corpora- 
tions oil the same basis that other prop- 
erty is taxed. Furthermore, in the < Son« 
stitutional Convention no longer than 
last January, Mr. Clay again voted to 
exempt banks from their just proportion 
of taxes in common with other property. 

I have also discovered, in looking 
through the Senate Journal of 1S85 and 
1886, that Mr. Clay voted against the 
present exemption law. From a period 
extending from February 20, 1885 to 
May 13, this question was frequently 
before the (Senate, the enemies of the 
poor people making every effort to choke 
it off, and the record shows that Mr. 
(.'lay voted with them every time; the 
last vote was 19 to 4, Mr. Clay being one 
of the 4. From this evidence and record 
it occurs to me that Mr. Clay is making 
the race for Governor on the wrong 
ticket. He ought to be asking the nom- 
ination at the hands of the Republican 
party. Foi twenty-five years the Demo 
cratic party hart charged that all the 
legislation of the country, so far as con- 
trolled by the Republican party, whether 
in the State or National Legislature, has 
been in the interests of the taxpaying 
poor people. I have learned to believe 
that that charge is true and rest my 
Democratic loyalty and my opposition 
to Republicanism upon this fact. The 
whole aim of the Republican party has 
been to enrich the rich and impoverish 
the poor. They have done this by de- 
monetizing silver, exempting Govern- 
ment bonds from taxes, and favoring 
National banks. They have enacted high 
interest laws and have failed to enact 
laws to promote the farming or laboring 
classes of the country. 

• Now it seems from the record above 
that Mr. Clay's views upon questions of 
public interest have been in direct har- 
mony with principles of that party. It 
seems to me that he is the last man who 
has the right to expect the poor tax bur- 
dened farmers of Kentucky to support 
him for office. I don't see how any 
-'niggling farmer like myself, who knows 
what a battle it is. oppressed as we are, 
to make both ends meet — can look at 
this matter otherwise, and I think your 
readers should know what manner of 
man this is, who is hoping to ride into 
office on the farmers' vote. — " Muhlen- 
berg," in Farmers Home Journal.
